The Sources of Pevll nnd the Means of
Peace.
From the Times

There are, as we have sald, two parties or
factiond, whose principles and plans are inlmi-
eal to the pence and prosperity of the conotry.
The demagogues who prese npon Congress mea-
snres involving the reduction of the SBouth to

the suatog of conquered territory, and who ad-
voonle nogro suffrage on grounds that would be
fatal to the righta and sclf governing power of
every State jv the Union, forin one, and that,
perhaps, the most prolific sonree of peril. The
motsest champions of the Executive, who re
commend the adoption of violent measnres to
overcome Congressional | opposition, sand to
secure for the Bouth unconditional ndmission,
make up the other side of the danger with
which we are threatened., Both oppose the
Conatitutionnl amendment—one becanse it fulls
short of the exireme measures with which
many ol the radienls would precede the
restorietl on of the Ucion; the other beornse it
maposes pepaltics upon prominent Rebels, and
irustiates schemes that are essentinl to the
futare success of the Democratic party. Both,
moreover, contemplate the occurrenee of o con-
tingency m which armed foree would be reled
upen to solve the great problems of the day,
Whether the radicals o Congress get rid of the
President’s opposifion by impeaching and de-
posing bhim, u:_-fl then push forward their plans
to consvim wation, or whether on the President's
side Torce be eroployed to resist aud nullify the
action of Congress, as certain of his Copper-
head advidgers propose—the result will be the
enme.  Either conrse would entail the gravest
complications, and not improbably a renewal o1
civil war, under circnmstances different from
those of our lute struesle,

It is 101y to ignofe these contingonsios ns not
tikely to vecur. We will not =ay that they are
probable, lor we Nave not lost imith in the
ubility or the disposition of the gieat body of
the people to bola both classes of extremists in
chieck. But the tendency ot a greal purt ef tho
current politieal discussion is mnhapplly in the
dircetion of turmuil und trouble, Not only is
there no approach te a healing of existing dit-
ferences, but there 1s & con=tant desire to mul-
tiply noed aggoavate them,  Predictions aund
thrents are echoed definntly, Radieal aud Cop-
perhiend-—both talk ol further «rrife and Dlou‘ll
thed se matters of course; a8 things which mus:
recur, sooner or later, beiore the country settles
down (o permapent peace, aud which had
therefore better come =oon. General Butler
congiders them inevitable in 1869, and avows
n preference for 1807: and the extremists on
the other side seem to entertain a similar ehoice,

The chiet streneth of these mischiof-makers,
be they radieal or Democratie, lws in the indit-
ference or incredulity of the people, The same
feeling prevailed s<ix years ugo, Few then
atigched ymportance to the threats of the dre-
eators, or realized the crisis which was \mimi-
pent. So it s to-day. The explosive force of
the elewents which ate &t work is underesti-
muted. The possibility of ecoliision, of confiiot,
ol civil war, 1s not ackpowledwed, The causes
which operate {n thay direction ure passed over
as 0l no lmmediste importunce, aud the influ-
ences that are most likely to bring it about are
persistently disrecarded. Hence ulirnsm makes
more hendwiy than would otherwise be possi-
vie, The Butler yadicals aseume the airs of a
real power—the dictator of terms to the raling
party, and the author of 4 policy which it must
uphesitatingly accept. In the eame way, the
advocates ot foreible interposition by the Exe-
cutive presmme wpon the concurrence of all
who have approved ot the genersl scope of the
President’s policy in the South, They ussume
that the friends of thh immediate restoration
of the South’ will mequiesce In whatever the
Pregident muy do te secure Southern repre-
sentation in Conercss; and that, as between
the President and Congress, they will sustain
the lormer even to the extent of revolutionury
measures,

In these cireumstances the conservatism of
the country s bound to do all (et is possible
to muke itselflelt, ns well against the funaticism
which Butler preaches as peainst that other
ism which, under the pretense of upholding the
Constitution, would Ignore the nghts pertaio-
ipg to Uongress, The sizns ol the times are too
vmwinous of evil to admit of prolenged dpathy,
To allow matlers to dritt, none knows whither,
is, 1 effect, to mvile the conflict which every
good eitizen cannot but deprecate, More than
mere censure I8 necessary, Etfort i8 needed to
counteract the doings of demagogues, sud fo
asgert for the moderate men of the country the
controlling influence to which they are eatitied,
Party dewonstrations are not required for the
purpose. Brownlow and Butler wmay be neo-
trahized without descending to their level on
the stump. 'The malign counsels which endan-
ger the President’s position may be rendered
impotent without subserviency or intrigae,
Only let it be onderstood that the country will
ot tolerate the beginning of revolution, by
whom=cever attempted, and the extremlists ol
both eolasses will tind themselves effectunlly
frosirated.

Aud how may conservatizm make itself most
decidedly felt? We answer, hy showing that the
North i& o unit in suppori of the Constitutionnl
amendment as & busis_of compraomise—a means
of satistying the demand for guarantees on one
hand, and on the other of reducing to reason-
able limits the sacritices to be made by the
Xouth. Any doubr in regard tothe atttude of
the North upon this point will serve toconfirm
Executive opposition, and to mislead the Bouth-
ern Siafes, Remove doubt—prove incontesta-
bly that the North, while neither harsh nor ¢x-
acting in its requirements, 15 irm in its resolve
to maintain the great issues of the war—and the
South will discover the futility of relinnce upon
any party or person not in harmony with the
action of the people on the subject. An en-
lightened seltjutersst may then be expected to
dietate the ratfication of theamendment, which
i# but another method of expressing the accept-
ance of the inevMable. And the amendment
ratified, and the Bouth restored to the Umon,
the dauger which now meunace: the pence ol the
country will be ended,

John T. Hoflman, saying:—

ernment and Union.”

—Now, Mr, Hoffman was just ag loyal as Mr,

Kingels—nerther lets nor more,  His specch nt
the municipnl bangquet on the 224 of Febroary,
1863: his specch at Sing Siog; his speech in
Wall street, just beforc the last Presidential
election, were all surchargod with venom ugninst
the war for the Union as prosecuted by Mr. Lin-
coln and & Republican Covgress.  The only war
he favored was such as McClellan and Buell
would have waged, and the Confederiles, as
reagonable men, eould not have objected to.
And we have been told that, in a meeting of the
Commissioners of the Sinking Fuand of our city,
#t one of the darkest periods of the war, he pro-
poscd and urged an Immediate and perempiory
enle of all the United States securides then held
by that fund (some $400,000)—a measure of une
mistakable hostiity to the Government and the
war, 11 any man in Amerien wias o Copperhead
during our civil war, John I, Hoflman was that
m uils
Mr. Weed snys he prefers such Democrats ns
Hollman to “the reckless, red radicallsm which
riles the present Congiess," This would seem
to be o new arfalgoment, but it is “the old,
old story.” Mr, Weed, In the winter of 1860-61,
ipsisted that we Republicaus were all “‘recs-
feas™ and “*mad,” in that we would not conscnt
to divide the Territories between #lave and free
lahor on the Mne of 36 deg. 30 min,  Again,
when we nrged Mr. Lincoln to adopt the Eman-
cipation pohicy, he thought onr muaduess hald
become moie intense and davgerous, When
Mr. Lincaln had fully settied into that policy,
Mr. Weed flung down his pen, and, at & very
gloomy period of the struggle, resigned the
editorinl charge of the dlbany Kvening Jowrnali,
aesigning this reason:—
“But we lave fallen upon evil times. Our country
18 0 immioent and uomedmts daoger, L differ
widely with my purty about tho best mepus oy
crughiog the Reteihoo, shat diffoeence 18 roadical
and irrcconeslanlde, 1 onn naither hupress othors
With my views, nor surrender my own £olomu con-
viction®  The alternntive of livipg i stmie with
those whom 1 have esteemed, or withdrawing, 1w
presensed. 1 have mot hemtated in enovsing the
parh of peace 85 the path o, daty. If those who diffor
with me are right, and the econntry is carricd sately
through the present struggle, all will be well and
‘wobody hut' "

Mr. Weed seemr Incapable of addressing the
publie, no matter on what sobjeet, without
urageing my name before L. 1 hope 1| may now
detend wyeelt ngainst his charge« without being
accored of “distraeting the party.” Here s his
latest demonstration:—

“The men w ho vow jead the radical crusade
agamnst Lhe President, attempted, during the war,
1o divide the North, Such a division would have
destroyed both the Government sud the Union,
Thet calamity was averted by the firmopess and
triotism of conservative Ropublicans, In 1860,
he sumo leadors, ns bostile o Mr, Lincoln, as they
are to President Johoson, attempted to deleat his
election by a tlank movement gt Cleveland, Toeir
ei'! for that Couvontion wasg signed by the present
editor of the A/banp Evening Journal, MNr, Grecley
wrote privits letters to prominent Republicans, jn-
viting their eo-operation in a scheme to defeat Mr.
Liucoln's election,

SBurely, uever was another so mehly blest with
the use of “private letters” not addressed to
him nor intended for his eye as this man Weed,
As 1 openly, publiciy opposed the renomination
of President Lincoln, | s¢¢ not why my "‘private
letters” should be alluded to, And 1 here state
that the ““letters” referred to by My, Weed had
no such purpose as be asserts, were not really
“private,” snd, m iact, are wholly misrepre-
sented by him, 1 recollect signing, 10 commaon
with others, a letter to the Govermors of the
Free Btutes, acking counsel of lI:l-m_ with recard
to the support ot Mr. Lincoln, That letter, 1
presuine, 18 the one referred to; aud it invited
co-aperation in no 'scheme” whatever—whether
‘1o defeat Mr. Lincoln's election™ or otherwise,

My, Weed continues as follows:—

¢ Nor, though moved by other motives, was the
course oif Mr. Greoley less disloyal. He wvited
spd vindieated secession. He told the Southern
stntes that they had & nght to violate the sacred
injunction of Wasmugton. And when, by aclting
upon his suggestion, rebellion and war came, he
rushed round (rom *Copperhieads’ to ‘Rebels,” whine
sug for ‘Yeace upon the best attainable terms." And
now, alter Grant, sherman, Farragut, and their as.
socintes have congquercd an honorable peace, Mr.
Groeley, at the head and in command of the radical
army, reopens the war, with shouts of ‘On! to
Kichmond !* "

~With regard to my “‘rushing round from
Copperheads to Rebels, whining lor peuce,” Mr,
Weed simply lice, as the old wilain has long
persisted in doing with regard to me, 1 never
in my lile sought or approuched any €opper-
head or Rebel on the subject of peace, in any
manner whateyer, The very little T ever had to
#4y to either on the subject wus always in an-
swer 10 their suggestions, And 1 never even
responded to  any overture from Rebels on
the subject, save when 1 was requested and in
efiect commanded to do so by the President of
the United States; and [ obeyed him n the
premises with profound reluctance, 1 am not
ipnorant of the law regarding unauthorlzed
pegotintions with public enemies,

The churge that | “nvifed Secession,” is &
more plausible nilsebood. 1 did lnviwe the con-
spirators for disumlon to submit their alleged
grievonces and thelr proposed remedy W a tree,
searching discussion before and a fair, unawed
vote of the Bouthern pepple, pledging myself to
abide thewr verdiot, That the disunlopists
would have been voted down, 1 no more doubt
than I do my own existence, They were
beaten, as it wae, in the aggregate vote of the
South that winter. fo far as it cun be ascertained ;

Miots of the Politiolnas,
From the Hevald,

A little over o yoar awo the army of Lee, ox-
hatsted by the bulldeg tenacity of General
Grant, who had huong at its throat from the
Wilderness down to the gites of Richmond,
gave up the fight and surrendered. There was
rejolcing all over the cowuniry; for the people
pined for peace and expected to enjoy e bless
ings. Im the loyal Btates the oxnltation was
universul, because with peace came the restors-
twon of the Unlen and the re-estabighment ol
the Government in all 118 strength, Although

the eall of deteat may at first have embittered
tbe cup to those whoe had so recently been our
encmies, yet even they foon came to regard
with heartfelt satisfaction the cessntion of 4 war
that had brounght them nothing nut gaflering
and destruction, and were thankiul that it was
at an end. It a shadow durkened the sky it
arose ouly from the fog of those men's minds
who failed to appreciate the Amorican character
snd predicted that the releated soldiery wounld
wander about the country murdering aud rob-
bing and burning and_ preying upon the peace-
able citizens generally., Such clouds were
gpeedily dispeiled when the stardy men of war
betook themselves to the workpench and the
plough, and quietly resumed the smployments
they had guitied tor the tent and the teld,

1']‘;- piations of Ewrope looked on ln wonder,
They were not prepared for the grand spectacle
of two mighty armies disbanding, as 1t were, by
magic, and becoming at once absorbed in o
pencenble ano producing popuintion. They saw
with smagoment 4 government great enouh 1o
extend a generous forgiveness 1o Btates that hnd
for tour years wated ngainst it & war ol rebel-
lion, and a system pertect enongh to resume its
workimg barmoniously just ns soon as such n
conflict censed, The couniry was at peace; and
this inel, no less wonderful to them than the
immensity of the resources we hnd developed
durlng the war, gave us a credit in Burope
greater than any we had previously enjoyed.

Bul it was pot long betore the polltwcinns set
10 work to digturb the waters of the P'ool ol
Siloarm, through the virtues of which the eyes
o! the nation were recelving light, Peace whs
no peace to them unless it could be rendered
subservient to their own advaucement, They
must make some capital out of i1t for their party
or personal purposes before they could regurd
it as o blessing. The cessation of hostilities in
the Held was the sigoual tor the politioal guerillas
to enter upon a campaign of their own, They
commenced toeir ratds 1o Congress by the use
ot violeat and unbecoming lnugunes, In the
Houvse of Hepresentatives the Preadent of the
Uwited States was alluded to a2 “*the man at the
other end of the nvenue;™ and in the SHenante the
¢lussic Sumner, in the lungongs of the kitchen,
deponneed bim asa “whitewasher,” By degrecs
the heense of the tongue becagme more un-
bounded, aud the Prosident was alluded to ns o
“traitor” aud one wbo had “legalized aseassina-
tion.,” This desecration ot digmity and pro-

riety continued untit it infeeted the President
Iurun-ll; and for the puast two mouths the
huwalinting speetacle bas been presented of the
exceutive and legislative branches of the Gov-
crument #coldiog cach other and calling ench
other names, hke two angry drabs,

Ontside ol Congress (he pollieal stump
speakers on both sides have been yet more
rigtous and violent. The Butlers and Brown-
lows and Pamiltons on one side, and the Shar-
keys, Dawsons, and Mouroes on the other, have
done their best to eéxcite the prejudices and
pesions of the people, and to destroy the
Nessings of peace.  One ey of men in the South
and auotberin the East have used their breath
uncensingly to tan the smouldering embers of
funaticism nnd sectionallsm once more into a
flawe. Un one side we are told that Congress s
to be forcibly entered by the Southern members
and the orgrnization ecarried av the point of the
bayopel. Oa ihe other we are promised the
impeachment of the Presidont as soon as Con-
gries resssembles, Bo'h sthemes gare the mere
rivinge of brawlluge politicians, The South will
quieily re-enter Congress under the Constitu-
tional smendment, i the States are sepsible
enough 1o secore those terms of readmission,
and Butler conld not get more than fifty or sixty
votes 1 the House for his threatened impeach-
ment, The balapce of the Representatives are
aquiet and peaceable men, who have already
shown their inclinntion and their power to
cherk the revolutionnry puwer of Thad, Stevens
und other mpracticable radiculs, and they will
do no act in which the country will refuse to
sustain them.

But, baseless ns are these threats, they are not
without mschief, Thelr efieet 18 seen in the
riots in Memphis, the fruits of the violence ol
Soutbern politionns: in the murderons ailair
in New Orleans, the result of the incendiary
course of political agitators of both sides; in the
elubbings, and sbootings and guttings in Phile-
dul{ihiu and other places, all the work ef mere
dribbling politiciuns; of representatives of cor-
rupt *rings” that are in danger ot being broken
up; of men who hiang on the ontskirts and verge
ol parties, aud by their vielence eéndeavor o
attract attention, in the hope of getting some
paliry office 1t the =ide they cepouse happens o
come out uppermost,  And yet such pasisites as
these have 1t in their power to cloud aver all
the bright visions of peace that dawned npon us
when the tempest of war pussed away; and for
their acts thirty millions of quiet, peaceable
citizens are called upon to sutler in their repu-
tation abroad and in their selfresnect ot home,
The course of these violent and unscrupulous
agitators of both politieal parties is jeopardizing
all the fruits of victory and all ghc blessings
secured by peace: and if the quiet, conservative
strength of the country does not disconnte-
pance and check them, we shall soon lose all
the character we have established abroad. snd
bring new dangers and sufferings upon our-
selves at bome.
